On  the 
1st  April,  1966,  Uillenhall  became  absorbed  into  the  two  nearby  large  Local 
Authorities  in  the  proportion  of  about  6/7ths  to  Walsall  and  l/7th  to 
W o lverhamp ton.

Tuberculosis 


Between  1st  September,  1 9^5 >  and  JA  st  March,  1966,  eleven  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Five  of 
these  cases  were  in  families-  from  Eastern  countries.  Away  back  in  19335 
1934j  1935?  1950  and  1952,  in  various  research  studies  in  England  and  Wales, 
association  between  tuberculosis  and  a  high  average  number  of  persons  per 
room  in  a  house  was  then  accepted  as  true.  Overcrowding  was  a  more  adverse 
factor  than  poverty  or  unemployment.  The  problem  of  overcrowding  is 
presenting  itself  again. 

Pork  Pie 


Following  an  adverse  bacteriological  report  on  a  pork  pie  of  which  a 
customer  had  complained,  there  was  initiated  a  series  of  bacteriological 
tests  on  pork  pies  collected  at  random  from  various  shops.  The  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Stafford  very  kindly  helped  by  advising  us  on  the  standard  of ' 
bacteriology  which  would  enable  pies  to  pass  'the  tests. 

Para- Typhoid  Fever 

This  single  case  had  contracted  the  infection  in  North-West  Lancashire. 
An  outbreak  there  had  come  from  unpasteurised  milk.
